School Celebrates Golden Anniversary 


St. Aloysius Catholic School will 
celebrate its fiftieth anniversary this 
school year. It has been in existence 
almost as long as the parish itself. 

Only four years after the first mass 
was said at St. Aloysius Church, its 
pastor, Father John Krause, started a 
one-room school in the church audito- 
rium. The doors to the school openedon 
September6, 1953. Mrs. J. Joanette, the 
lone teacher, taught all the children in 
grades one through four. The parish 
immediately recognized that it needed 
more space for the students, so it ar- 
ranged to purchase two wooden school 
buildings from Romulus Township. The 
schools were up and operational just 
five months later, in February, 1954. 

By September of 1954, the refur- 
bished school buildings housed grades 
one through six. A second teacher, Ms. 
Rosemary Aleksandrowski, joined the 


staff. During that same year, the church St. Aloysius Catholic School is neiplvatiiies its 50th aaniverdary

purchased a house and moved it on site 

to be used as the future convent for 

religious school staff. In August, 1955, 

Sister M. Ida, Sister M. Teresita, and 

Sister M. Hyacinthe (who was appointed 

as the school's first principal) arrived at 

St. Aloysius. The sisters added a kinder- 

garten and a seventh-grade classroom 

that year. 

With the addition of these two grade 
levels, the church was forced to set up 
classrooms in the church and convent 
basements for the younger grades, so 
the church made acommitmentto build 
a school at 37200 Neville Road. The 
ground-breaking for the new building, 
which still stands today, was held on 
October 30, 1955. Construction was 
completed by May of the following year. 

A Parents’ Guild was organized in 
1961 and, within three years, the group 
had raised enough money to open a 
school library. The Gregorian Club of St. 
Aloysius — the original fund-raising arm 
of the church — raised over $270,000 to 
Support the school over the 15-year 
period from 1961 to 1976, and a portion 
of the proceeds from the annual parish 
festival have helped maintain and im- 
prove the building for nearly 50 years. 

The Ushers Club has been another 
great supporter of the school. In 1976, it 
undertook the renovation of the school 
and relocation of the school library to its 
spot. This past year, the club purchased 
anew series of math textbooks for grades 
kindergarten through eight, and is cur- 
rently in the process of updating the 
student lunchroom. 

. Today, St. Aloysius is a fully accred- 
ited school for students in grades K-8. 
The school's staff, which has grown to 
14, includes one part-time certified and 
six full-time teachers, a principal, an 
administrative assistant, speech and 
learning consultants, a reading tutor, a 
nurse, and a volunteer librarian. Many 
parents volunteer their help inthe school 
cafeteria, playground, and classrooms, 
and also coordinate fund-raisers and 
social events. 

In addition to its regular academic 
and religious education programs, the 
school's offerings include: 

e technology classes that focus on 
Microsoft Office applications and 
Internet-based research, 

e physical education, 

° art, 

e speech therapy, 

e ibrary, 

e tutoring, and 

e after-school clubs, including Boy 
Scout and Girl Scout troops. 

Each year, open house programs are 

heldin September and again in January, 

during Catholic Schools Week. Special 
activities open to students include the 
annual Christmas pageant, the annual 
school science fair (for students in the 
upper grades), and the annual Olympic 
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For 50 years, St. Aloysius Catholic School has been educating local youngsters like this group from 1980. 


Bowl at Gabriel Richard High School 
(for seventh- and eighth-graders). 

The school library is continuously 
updated with books purchased through 
the Parents' Club and generous dona- 
tions from families and organizations. 
The Parents Club's support also sent 
the school sailing into the 21st century 
with a state-of-the-art computer lab fea- 
turing Gateway PCs and high-speed 
cable modems. 

Recent field-trip destinations have 
included the Detroit Institute of Arts, the 
Toledo Zoo, COSI Museum, and Mount 
Brighton. Students have also attended 
Detroit Tigers baseball games andplays 
at various area theaters, and have en- 
joyed outings for bowling, ice-skating, 
and roller-skating, among other activi- 
ties. The school year always ends with 
Field Day, which is hosted by the Par- 
ents' Club, and a picnic with swimming 
at Willow Park. 

Many of the middle-school students 
participate in St. Aloysius's Youth Group, 
which invites young teens to explore 
their faith through friendship, fun, and 
trust. The youth group has traveled to

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State Representative Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood (D—Taylor/Romulus) an- 
nounced that a bill he introduced — 
one adding veterans who served in 
the Korean Conflict to the list of those 
eligible to receive their high-school 
diplomas under Michigan law — has 
unanimously passed the Michigan 
House of Representatives. 

"Last session, the legislature 
passed, and the governor signed, a 
very worthwhile bill that honored our 
World War Il veterans by granting 
diplomas to those who entered the 
armed forces before graduating from 
high school," said Hopgood. "Unfor- 
tunately, the brave men and women 
who made the same sacrifice during 
the Korean Conflict were overlooked. 
I'm glad my House colleagues agreed 
with me that it's time to correct this 
oversight." 

Under Public Act 181 of 2001, 
qualified World War II veterans who 
did not receive their high-school di- 
ploma are eligible to receive it if they 
meet the following criteria: 





New Drunk-driving Law Will Save Lives, 
$11.5 Million in Highway Funding 


A new Michigan law that lowers 
the legal Blood Alcohol! Content (BAC) 
level from .10 to .08 will save the 
State $11.5 million in highway fund- 
ing and also save as many as 600 
lives nationwide. 

Signed by Governor Jennifer 
Granholm on July 15, the .08 BAC 
law lowers the legal threshold at which 
a driver is considered intoxicated. 
The new law, which takes effect on 
September 30, meets federal require- 
ments for a .08 BAC standard and 
averts a 2% noncompliance penalty 
to be levied against highway con- 
struction funds after October 1. 

Michigan joins 39 other states, 
the District of Columbia, and Puerto 
Rico by adopting the federal .08 BAC 
standard. 

“This is an all-win situation, and 
AAA applauds the governor and state 
legislature for working together to 
achieve this significant milestone,” 
said Richard J. Miller, manager of 
Community Safety Services for AAA 
Michigan. “Recent studies have 
shown that lowering the BAC level for 
drunk driving to .08 can and does 
reduce the number of alcohol-related 
crashes and fatalities.” 

According to the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA), .08 BAC laws “had an 8% 
effect in reducing fatal crashes involv-

Hopgood's bill, HB 4613, amends 
the current law by including military 
service during the Korean Conflict 
(between June 27, 1950, and Janu- 
ary 31, 1955), and military service 
under honorable conditions during 
the Korean Conflict. 

The bill is now before the Michi- 
gan Senate for consideration. O 





ing drivers at both high BACs and 
lower BACs, andresulted in 275 fewer 
fatalities in the 16 states where they 
were in effect in 1997." 

NHTSA estimates that between 
500 and 600 additional lives could be 
saved if all 50 states adopted BAC 
laws. 

Failure to adopt a .08 BAC law by 
October 1, 2003, will result in 2% of 
federal highway funds being withheld 
from the noncomplying state for fis- 
cal year 2004, with increases of 2% 
for each following year of noncompli- 
ance, up to a maximum of 8%. By 
beating the federal deadline, Michi- 
gan saved $11.5 million in 2004. 

According to the Senate Fiscal 
Agency, the .08 BAC criminal penal- 
ties for operating while intoxicated 
would be the same as the current 
penalties for OUIL or operating witha 
BAC of .10 or more, except that the 
bill would increase the fine amounts 
and convert some of the community- 
service requirements from days to 
hours. 

According to the 2002 Michigan 
Annual Drunk Driving Audit, 8,954 
persons were injured and 358 were 
killed in 15,209 alcohol-related 
crashes that year. 

In 2002, there were a total of 
57,789 alcohol-related arrests and 
57,542 convictions.

Romulus High School student Jer- 
emy Linderman recently won the High 
School Grand Nationals at Milan Drag- 
way. Linderman had to win six consecu- 
tive races driving his brother's Mustang 
in order to achieve his first-place title. 

According to Dick Kruse, spokes- 
person for the Romulus Community 
Schools, student cars have to be com- 
pletely stock for the High School Grand 
Nationals, and must achieve certain pre- 
setrace conditions. Important elements 
include starting reaction time, speed at 
designated intervals (100, 200, and 300 
yards), speed at the finish, and total 
elapsed time. 

Linderman said that it was really 
thrilling to win. 

“The races went so fast [13.1 sec- 
onds] that they seemed to be over just
